The President by Proclamation Opene 


tho Coveted Acres to White Settlors.

Cleveland lias issued a proclamation 
opening- to settlement and homestead 
entry on Saturday, September 10, 1893, 
at 12 o'clock noon, central time, all the 
lands, except those especially reserved, 
recently acquired trom the Cherokee 
Indian nation and the Tonkawa Paw- 
nee tribes in the Indian territory, 
known ab the Cherokee outlet 


The lands now open to settlement 


are divided into seven counties. 
After 


reciting the law and treaties with the 
Indians under which the land was 
ceded to the government, the procla- 
mation describes the tract reserved for 
county seats of the several counties. 
In each of these county scats four acres 
are reserved for the site of a court- 
house, to be designated by lot und 
block upon the official plot of survey of 
Baid reservation for county seat pur- 
poses, hereafter to be issued by the 
commissioner of the general land of- 
fice; reservation to be additional to the 
reservation for parks sohoolsand other 
purposes required to be made by section 
32 of the act of May "ii, 1890.

ties A^ N, O and P, and in addition to 
the four-acre reservations for county 
seat purposes, there is an additional 
reservation of an aero for a site for a 
land offii«.

The administration's friends an to be 


given an opportunity on the floor of the 
House and Senate to defend the some- 
what remarkable pension policy adopted 
by Secretary Hake Smith under Mr. 
Cleveland's orders. Senator Oallingec 
has introduced a resolution directing the 
committee on Pensions to investigate 
and report to the Senate, whether the 
wholesale suspension of pensioners, 
which has been going on for some time 
at an average of something more than 
1GO a day, is in accordance with law, and 
a resolution of a similar nature will be 
introduced in the House as soon as the 
House is in a condition to allow its or- 
dinary business to proceed in the ordi- 
nary channels, which will be after the 
silver question has been disposed of, 
rules adopted and committee* appointed. 
As soon as the Senate adopts Mr. Qal- 
linger's resolution Secretary Hoke Smith 
and the Commissioner ot Pensions will 
both be summoned to testify before the 
Senate Pension committee as to recent 
proceedings. 


It ia regarded as significant that the 


bill reported by the minority of the Sen- 
ate Finance committee as a substitute 
tot the Yoorhees bill, tor the uncondi- 
tional repeal ot the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman silver law, provides for free 
coinage at a ratio of 20 to 1. This indi- 
cates that the silver Senator* have given 
up the idea of Insisting upon the tree 
coinage of silver at the present ratio. 
Speeches will from time to time be 
made on both of these bills, but it is not 
probable tbat the Senate will take them 
up to the exclusion of other bumnees 
until after the House has voted upon 
the silver question, which will be early 
in next week. 


A more senseless opposition has sel- 


dom been seen than that which certain 
Democrats and Populists are making in 
the Senate to tbe bill which proposes to 
allow National banks to issue currency 
to the full amount of bonds they have on 
deposit to secure circulation. At three 
different sessions ot Congress the same 
identical bill has passed the Senate with- 
out opposition, end if it were now a law 
it would add 919,000,000 to tbe money in 
circulation immediately, and probably as 
much more in three months. The only 
argument presented against the bill is 
the old one, that National banks enjoy 
privileges denied to others, and inas- 
much as any persons having the requi- 
site capital are at all times free to organ- 
ize e National bank and get their share 
of the privileges, that isn't a good one. 
After voting down some silly amend- 
ments proposed by Senators Allen and 
Oookrill, the Senate has now to vote 
upon one for the repeal of the tax on 
State 
bank 
currency, which 
has 


been offered by Butler of South Caro- 
lina, and there will probably be more ot 
tbe same sort. 


Jeerry Simpson dealt the Democrats a 


heavy blow when in a silver speech he 
fired this question at the House, in his 
rasping exasperating voice: "Who ever 
heard ot the Democratic party ever re- 
pealing a law or making a law?" Re- 
ceiving no answer, Jerry glared at the 
administration group in the House and 
added. "There is no Democratic party 
any more; it is President Cleveland's 
party." From which it will be seen that 
even a man of Jerry's small calibre can 
sometimes see the true inwardness of 
things Democratic. 


This is to be the last week of the silver 


debate in the House, and, aside from the 
earnest desire ot almost everybody to 
see the matter settled, there are no re- 
grets, 
for 
with few exceptions the 


speeches have been uninteresting end 
commonplace. Unless all outward indi- 
cations are at fault allot the silver 
amendments will be voted down end the 
bill for the unconditional repeal of the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman silver 
law passed by a small majority. The Re- 
publicans of the House will really hold 
the balance ot power when the votes are 
taken, but they will not allow that to in- 
fluence their votes.
